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FIRST WEEK'S GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENTS- 
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THE BASIC THRUST OF GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENTS DURING THE 
FIRST WEEK OF THE SEVENTH SPECIAL SESSION HAS BEEN COOPERATION 
TO ACHIEVE CONCRETE AND POSITIVE RESULTS. THE STRIDENT 
TONES WHICH CHARACTERIZED EARLIER DEBATES IS MISSING, AND 
THERE IS A CONSTANT REPETITION OF THE NEED FOR URGENT 
AND PRACTICAL MEASURES. IN CONTRAST TO MOST STATEMENTS 
BY INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES. THE US STATEMENT COMES THROUGH 
AS PROMISING SOMETHING REAL AND TANGIBLE. DIFFERENCES 
WITHIN THE G-77 ARE QUIETLY MANIFEST BUT THE EMPHASIS 
IS STILL ON SOLIDARITY. CHINESE AND SOVIET BLOC STATEMENTS 
ARE SEEN AS FUNDAMENTALLY IRRELEVANT TO THE PURPOSES OF 
THIS SESSION. THERE ARE STILL SERIOUS SUBSTANTIVE 
DIFFERENCES BETWEEN THE G-77 AND DC S AS WELL AS 
DIFFERENT PERCEPTIONS OF THE ROLE OF THE UN SYSTEM. 

BUT THE GENERAL ATMOSPHERE IS MUCH IMPROVED FROM LAST YEAR 
AND INDICATES THE POSSIBILITY OF SOME FORM OF CONSENSUS.

NEGOTIATING GROUP II- 

THAI AMB EFFECTIVELY CHAIRED TWO MEETINGS OF AD HOC 
COMMITTEE S NEGOTIATING GROUP II (SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY, 
INDUSTRIALIZATION, FOOD AND AGRICULTURE, RESTRUCTURING 
UN), WITH SMPLE PARTICIPARION FROM UPPER VOLTA (DIALLO), 
COORDINATOR FOR G-77; ITALY, AS EC-9 REPRESENTATIVE; 

AND US (KITCHEN), WHO WAS GIVEN OPPORTUNITY TO INTRODUCE 
EACH PARAGRAPH OF US PROPOSAL. THOUGH GROUP REACHED 
ONLY SECOND PARAGRAPH OF SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY DRAFT, 
SPIRIT OF GROUP WAS CONSTRUCTIVE AND SINCERE EFFORT WAS 
APPARENT IN EARLY NEGOTIATIONS. THE INTERNATIONAL ENERGY 
INSTITUTE WAS CLEARLY OF INTEREST TO MAJORITY OF PARTICI- 
PATING LDC'S, BUT SEVERAL FELT MORE TIME WAS NEEDED TO STUDY 
PROPOSAL. A SMALL WORKING UNIT CONSISTING OF INDIA, EC-9, 
AUSTRALIA AND US WAS ASKED TO CONSIDER MODALITIES FOR 
TECHNOLOGICAL INFORMATION EXCHANGE IN GREATER DETAIL AND 
TO REPORT BACK TO NEGOTIATING GROUP. 

DURING THEIR THIRD MEETING (AM SEPT. 9), G-77/WEO 
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NEGOTIATING GROUP II MADE EXCEEDINGLY SLOW PROGRESS ON 
SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY PORTION OF PAPER. AFTER MUCH 
GAP NARROWING, BACKING AND FORTHING CONFINED EXCLUSIVELY 
TO PARAS 2 AND 3 OF THE SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY SECTION AND 
CONCENTRATING ESPECIALLY ON THE PROS AND CONS FOR RETAINING 
LANGUAGE ON TARGETS, EXPLICIT TIME FRAMES, AND WHETHER THE 
PROPOSED INTERNATIONAL CODE OF CONDUCT ON TRANSFER OF 
TECHNOLOGY SHOULD BE LEGALLY BINDING, GROUP CHAIRMAN, 

AT US SUGGESTION, ASKED SMALL DRAFTING GROUP (US, FRG, 
ARGENTINA, TUNISIA, PAKISTAN) TO ATTEMPT TO FIND COMPROMISE 
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LANGUAGE AND REPORT BACK TO NEGOTIATING GROUP. (LIMITED 
OFFICIAL USE-USUN 4105. 4123) 

ISRAELI CREDENTIALS AT 30TH GA- 
IN DISCUSSION OF ISRAELI CREDENTIALS AND OPTIONS AT 
30TH GA. ISRAELIS SAID THEIR PREDILECTION IS TO SUBMIT 
CREDENTIALS FOR THEIR 30TH GA DELEGATION DURING OR NEAR 
LAST WEEK OF SEPTEMBER, ANTICIPATING EARLY OR MID-OCTOBER 
CREDENTIALS COMMITTEE CONSIDERATION OF "FIRST BATCH"’ 

OF CREDENTIALS SUBMITTED BY VARIOUS DELEGATIONS. NEVERTHELESS, 
THEY BELIEVE IT IMPORTANT TO REVIEW MATTER IN LIGHT OF 
TACTICAL SITUATION TWO WEEKS HENCE, AND PARTICULARLY THE 
SOUTH AFRICAN CREDENTIALS SITUATION. AMB ELIAV EXPRESSED 
STRONG CONCERN AT INDICATIONS LIBYA AND MAURITANIA ARE 
SEEKING TO BECOME AFRICAN CANDIDATES FOR NINE-MEMBER 
CREDENTIALS COMMITTEE, AND FEARED THERE WAS A CONNECTION 
BETWEEN THEIR CANDIDACIES AND UNEXPECTED CANDIDACY OF 
MONGOLIA. ELIAV ASKED WHETHER, "IF WORSE COMES TO WORST". 

AND THERE IS STRONG EFFORT IN CREDENTIALS COMMITTEE TO 
REJECT ISRAEL'S CREDENTIALS, THE US COULD MAKE CLEAR IT 
WOULD NOT PARTICIPATE IN ANY SUCH ACTION IN VILLATION OF 
CHARTER PRINCIPLES. AT END OF DISCUSSION IT WAS AGREED 
THAT, AT THIS TIME, THERE IS NO EVIDENCE OF ANY EFFORT TO 
HAVE CREDENTIALS COMMITTEE REJECT ISRAELI CREDENTIALS.
